REV. C. O. DANT2ER CELEBRATES 
THE FIFTEENTH ANNIVERSARY OP 
HIS PASTORATE AT ALL SOULS' 
OHUROH. 

Saturday, June 7th, was a red 
letter day among the deaf of Phila- 
delphia, who for some weeks past 
had been planning to remember in 
some fitting manner the flfteenlh an- 
niversary of the pastorate of their 
dear minister. Rev. C. O. Dautzer, 
Ou Sunday, June Ist, Rev. C. O. 
Dantzer in his evening sermon re- 
ferred to the fact that on that date 
fifteen years ago he had left New 
York to come lo Philadelphia, as 
pastor of All Souls'. He referred 
to the many gifts of friendship he 
had received before leaving New 
York, and of bow many tokens he 
had to this day, to show the love 
and appreciation of his Rochester, 
N. Y., friends. We, his present 
oougregation, only smiled in our 
sleeves, for you see we Knew that 
presently he would have something 
" nice " to remember us all by too. 
As his laltors pmong the deaf here 
really dated from 7th, it was decid- 
ed to make that date a memorable 
one in a double sense. June 7th 
has always beeu the date of our 
annual strawberry festival, and so 
it was arranged that it should be 
the date of presenting to our pastor 
some suitable remembrance of his 
fifteen years of faithful service 
among ns. 

The evening (Saturday) found the 
church crowded, the fact that ice 
cream was to take the place of the 
too expensive strawberry falling to 
damp the ardor of any one. 

The programme opened with 
games, engineered by Mrs. Geo. T. 
Sanders, who by the way can 
generally find something new and 
interesting to amuse the public. 
•• Tudor sports," embracing aero- 
plane race, blowing 'oornnoopias 
along a string, weight lifting, 
standing on one foot, and raising a 
large cornucopia with the teeth ; 
relay reces, passing clothes pins fo 
see who could get through a certain 
number In the shortest time, all 
proved very amusing to both young 
and old. The prizes loo were just 
•• loo sweet for anything," being 
boxes of Wilbur's chocolate buds. 

Long before the young folks had 
grown weary of these games, it was 
lime to begin the more important 
feature of the evenintr. Therefore 
Mrs. Sanders mounted to the plat- 
form of the theatre, and calltd for 
four of the older and taller men fo 
oome up beside her, as she had a 
new game to propose.

Dantzer was really blind- 
folded she dismissed the other three 
men, and the reverend gentleman 
was left standing alone In bis 
glory. The second curtain of the 
theatre was then quickly rolled up, 
and Mr. Danfuor was gently pushed 
backward Into an elegant and 
luxurious Grandfather chair. As 
the gentleman felt himself (as ho 
thought) from falling. The blind- 
ing handkerchief was quickly re- 
moved from his eyes, and he 
sprang to his feef, his face so 
dazed and bewildered, the audi- 
ence clapped and laughed till they 
grew tired. 

Mis. Syle then stepped forward 
and made a few remarks to the effect 
fhaf the chair was the gift of his 
people as a token of love and esteem 
covering fifteen years of service 
among us. She then called upon 
Miss Downey, who came forward 
and made the address of welcome In 
behalf of all present. The address 
was as follows : — 

Dear Pastor .-—In behalf of 
your dear congregation and friends 
I am here to greet you and to con- 
gratulate you upon having possed 
fifteen successful years among us. 

Philips Brooks once said "a man's 
life is not to be measured by tho 
number of years that he has lived, 
but by the amount of pood which he 
has accomplished in them." 

Fifteen years ago to-day we wel- 
comed you to All Souls' Church as 
its now pastor. To-day we are here

In his Master's footsteps our Lord's 
" well done" will ever moVe than 
compensate for the adverse criticism 
and the want of appreciation of 
those who either will not or can not 
understand us. 

Tonight your your people stand 
before the dial of Time that has 
licked off fifteen years of kindly, 
profitable intercourse among ns. 

We hope 'hat fifteen years hence 
we may be permitted again to as- 
semble beneath our loved church 
roof, lo greed you and wish God- 
speed through fifteen more yeai's of 
labor in that field which Jesus Him- 
self bade His disciples work iu 
until His last coming. 

Rev. Mr. Dantzer was then In- 
formed that a Davenport accom- 
panied the chair, but had not beeu 
delivered from the factory in time 
for the presentation. It was sent 
to the home of Rev. Mr. Dautzer on 
Monday, and with the chair proved 
a very handsome and substnnllal 
glff. Mr. Dantzer, tboueh utterly 
taken by surprise, made a happy 
speech in which he thanked his 
congregation for the acceptable gift. 
After the serving of ice-cream and 
cake the evening closed, to be 
remembered by all present as one of 
the pleasantest an«l brightest mile- 
stones alone life's journey.

Barret! for life from the world of 
sound and language in misfortune 
enough lo bow the head and heart 
of any m.ui A sonfonce of thitly- 
five years' close confinement in 
.state prison would seem an insuper- 
able obstacle to final regeneration 
ou this earth of such a man already 
twenty-nine j'ears old, but in the 
case of Arthur B. Furfow pardoned 
last Montlaj' by the board of par- 
dons and once more a free man, 
who has emerged at the age of 
forty eighty, it does not seem to be. 

Indeed, not expecting a pardon, 
he has been looking forward until 
last Monday to twelvt more years iu 
prisob before the natural commuta- 
tion of his sentence because of good 
behavior would let him go free. 
And this deaf and dumb man of 
middle age, whose presence the 
warden at the prison said he would 
miss, was daily treasuring deep 
dowu in his heart the hope that in 
twelve more years he would be able 
to see the funny Charlie Chaplin 
more often than is permitted at the 
prison. For that hope, he has been 
during nineteen years one of the 
best prisoners at Wetheisfield, and 
he has put away even the solace of 
Ihe tobacco allowed. The story of 
Arthur B. Furrow iu some ways 
reads like that of a second Count of 
Moute Cristo, in his return to what 
little he oau enjoy of his freedom. 

Furrow's Story. 

Nineteen years ago this June, 
Arthur B. Furrow, a deaf-mule, 29 
years old, was sentenced by Judge 
Prentice in the superior court in 
Hartford to thirty-tive years in the 
state prison, charged with commit 
ti rg rape at North Granby. " Tlxe 
Courant" at that lime said it was 
the longest sentence imposed on a 
person iu this county, outside of 
imprisonment for life, in many 
years. 

Mr. Furrow was one of the five 
oases pardoned l)y the l)oard of par- 
dons last Monday. The warden, 
C. C. McClaughry, called the atten- 
tion of the board of directors of the 
prison to this case, and said Furrow 
was one of the best prisoners in the 
institution. Upon his reeoinmenda- 
tion the board of directors united iu 
petitioning the l>oard of pardons iu 
behalf of Mr. Funovv. The man 
was pardoned , and the warden says 
he will miss his trusted helper when 
he leaves the prison. 

Mr. Furrow was born deaf at Aga- 
wam, Mass., forty nine years ago. 
and was admitted to the American 
Scliool for the deaf at Hartford when 
9 years old. Wbilw al school his re- 
cord was good, aooording lo John E. 
Crane, bis teacher, the only excep- 
tion l>eing that bis temper would get 
the better of him at limes. When 
he left .school, his home conditions 
were sneh that be was forced lo shift 
for liimself and ho secure*! employ- 
as a farm-hand. He took to drink- 
ing occasionally and it was while he 
was inflamed with liquor that he 
committed the assault on a woman 
named Humpbi'ey, using a pocket 
knife on Ihe woman. Shesuoceetl- 
ed in escaping from him and in 
reaching a neighbor's house. He 
did not attempt lo follow ber, but 1 
tried to commit suicide l>y cutting 
his throat. He then attempted to 
hang himself. 

A LONG SENTENCE. 

When Mr. Furrow was tried, an 
Interpreter from the school was pre- 
sent to tell him what was said. He 
is unprepossessing iu appearance, 
being short, rather humpbacked, 
wilh small, weak eyes, so that he 
has to squint at persons who wish 
to talk with hin^. When asked by 
the judge if he was guilty, the inter 
preter repeated the question to him 
and be bowed bis head and said iu 
signs that he was sorry. The judge 
looked at him and asked him if he 
ha<l anything to say before sentence 
was pronounced. Judge Prentice as 
signed Ed waul M. Day as counsel, 
who conversed with the accused 
with tho aid of the interpreter. In 
reply to the judge's question, Mr. 
Furrow .said be bad done wrong, 
that he was sorry and he wished 
forgiveness. 

" Thirly-fivo years" said the judge 
in reply to Slate's Attorney Eggles- 
ton's request that the accused be 
given practically a life sentence. 

I Since Mr. Furrow's incarceration 
in Wethersfleld be has been almost 
forgotten. He has two sisters and a 



brother near Springfield, Mam., and 
had a visit four years ago from a 
sister, the first in fifteen years. lie 
has been befriended by Mr. 
Langdon, a highly respected deaf 
resident of Windsor, by Rev. 
George H. Hefflon, the deaf mission- 
ary in this city, and by John E. 
Crane, his former teacher at the 
American School for the Deaf. 

When visited by Walter G. Dur- 
ian, instructor of printing al the 
American School for the Deaf, and 
Edward Perkins Clarke, a former 
teacher of the deaf, Mr. Furrow cor- 
dially welcomed his visitors. He said 
he had tried lo obey the prison rules, 
that he read Bible everyday and that 
he did not use tobacco in any form, 
although the prisoners are allowed 
the use of tobacco if they desire. He 
hoped by keeping up his good reoord 
that he would gain his freedom in 
twelve years more, and then he 
would go back to Agawam and get a 
job as farmhand. He would never 
touch liquor again, he said, and 
seemed most penitent for bis mis- 
deed. 

When the assistant warden was 
asked alraut his record he said : "Ob 
he Is all right. The only thing the 
matter with him is his temper and . 
that is nothing serious. He is a tier- 
man aiKl his duties are to keep a 
certain seolion of cells clean. When 
they are soiled nnueoesaarily be is 
much provoked." 

When asked if the other inmate* 
took advantage of Furrow's deafnoM 
in anyway he said not at all. 

" IN TWELVE MORE YEARS." 

Mr. Furrow writes an excellent 
hand. There was one featnia of 
prison life which meant more to him 
thau to the other 600 inmates and 
that was the "movies." Shot out 
from everylbing else except reading, 
he looked forward pathetically t-o 
the " movies." He talked about the 
comical Charlie Chaplin and smiled 
when informed by one of his visitors 
that the latter had not seeu the 
famous comedian yet, altboogb Mr. 
Furrow had seen him. As the patty 
left the prison, their minds kept 
reverting to ihe picture of Furrow 
saying in the sign language, " I'll 
be patient and in 1926 I'll be free." 

A pathetic picture. 

Furrow was convicted before the 
days of indeterminate senfenoea. 
In looking through a report of the 
directors of the prison of all the 
prisoners sen tencetl there during the 
previous year, only five of 189 were 
sentenced to more than ten to twenty 
years, and of those who received in 
dolerminale sentence outside of life 
and death, only one received more 
thau five years' sentence. The pic- 
ture of this nnforlunate deaf man 
wilh a sentence of sixteen more 
years hanging over bis head, doing 
as near right as he knew, and even 
refusing the so-called solace of the 
use of tobacco in his loneliness, 
started bis friends to circulate 
a petition in his behalf among the 
deaf and those interested in the 
deaf in Connecticut and Maaaa- 
ohusetts. 

This petition was circulated by 
Rev George H. Hefflon and Edward 
P. Clark and was signed by ninety- 
one persons and read as follow: —

In the meantime State Policeman 
Alfred L. Rudd of New London, 
who has a farm at Center Groton, 
became interested in Furrow aud 
offere<l him a place on his farm, 
which Furrow glatlly accepted. —

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The second convention of the 
North Dakota Association of th»: 
Deaf was held in Devils Lake June 
17-19 with an attendance of forty- 
two active metntjers. Although a 
trifle smaller than the attendance at 
the first reunion in 1916, it was not 
a whit behind in enthusiasm, co 
operation and harmony. Delegates 
began to come in Monday evening, 
some from Montana, Nebraska, Min- 
nesota and Canada. Through the 
kindness of the superintendent and 
Board of Control, the use of the 
school buildings were thrown open 
for their use, and better arrange- 
ments for their comfort and happi- 
ness could not have been made else- 
where. 

The first meeting was called to 
order Tuesday morning at nine o'- 
clock, in the auditorium by Second 
Vice-President A. B Knutson, the 
President being unable to attend. 
Prayer was offered by Sup't Read, 
after which Mr. RoUo F. Hunt of 
Devils Lake was introduced as one 
of the best state's attorneys in the 
state, and he delivered an address of 
welcome, pointing out what a valu- 
able a.sset the School for the Deaf is 
to the state, but the fact that deaf 
men and woraeti are doing their 
share in the world as successful 
citizens means more to the state than 
fine buildings and equipment. Mr. 
Hunt recalled a visit he once made 
in a Minnesoti town where a con- 
vention was being held. The inayor 
of the town in his address of welcome 
extended the freedom of the city to 
the visitors and assured them thae 
they had free access to any place 
except the city bastile, which wag 
reserved for the use of the citizens of 
that town only, .Mr Hunt said that 
he liked the tone of that welcome, 
and wiiihed to extend t he same to the 
graduates and former pupils of the 
North Dakota School for the Deaf, 
Sup't Read also gave an address 
which follows: 

"Friends: Last Wednesday was 
'Home-going Day' to the hundred 
and more children who left our care 
for that of father and mother. To- 
day it is 'Home-c6miug Day' to you 
who have spent the early years of 
your life within these walls. You 
have come back to your Alma Mater. 
What pleasant memories cluster 
around that word. 

Some of you have l)eeQ away many 
years. You have taken your places 
in. the varied walks of life with credit 
to yourselves and honor to you Alma 
Mater. We are proud of yoa and 
rejoice in your achievements. We 
welcome you back. It gives us 
great pleasure on this occasion to see 
the faces of so many at the opening 
session of the .second triennial re 
union. We have here this morniug 
representatives of the first graduat- 
ing class, the clam of 1900, oa down 
to the lusty class of 1919, whose 
motto you see on the wall. 

Over 350 deaf lx>ys and girls of 
the state have enjoyed the t>enefits 
of an education in^ the twenty nine 
years of the hi.story of the school, 
nearly fifty of whom completed the 
course of study laid out for them. 
That yon have made good there is 
no question of doubt. Even the 
day dreams of some of you have 
come true. The young man of the 
class of 191 1 who took for the sub- 
ject of his es4ay -The Automobile 
and the Farmer— has realized his 
dream. He came to the reunion in 
his machine. Others came by the 
same route. 

You were once boys and girls here 
living under rules and regulations. 
Today the freedom of the school is 
yours. Note the change in the ma- 
terial plant which time has brought 
about, hunt out your favorite haunts, 
live your younger lives over again.

The fight has 
ended! 

The war has given us deaf people 
a chance to show our hearing bro- 
thers and sisters that we can do things 
just a.s well as they can — if not bet- 
ter We have l^een admitted to oc- 
cupations which were previously 
closed to us. And I believe all of 
you are willing to stand up and say 
you learned your trade at school. 

We have one of the best schools 
for the deaf in the country here. 
We have some of the best equipped 
trade shops in the state. And the 
intructors who taught us and are 
teaching the future generations are 
what we are able to call "our pride. ' ' 
We are fortunate in having the 
second reunion held at the school. 
We love to go over the school 
buildings and dig up memories of 
the past. 

Here we can hunt of out favorite 
haunts of the days gone by, take a 
peek at our school-rooms where we 
learned readin', ritin' and 'rith- 
metic," and possibly have a chat 
with our ■ best girl' of former days. 
There is the picturesque Chau- 
tauqua to visit where we can bathe in 
the waters of perpetual youth, 
witness a ball game and buy an ice 
cream .soda for the best girl. 

I have carefully gone over the con- 
stitution and by-laws of tha a.s-socia- 
tion, and have compared them with 
other associations, and I wish to tell 
you that, with improvements as time 
pa.sses, we shall, in time, have one of 
the best deaf organizations in the 
country. 

May the second reunion be a suc- 
cess and the association prosper in the 
future! May it grow to be one of 
the best organizations for the deaf in 
America! The North Dakota 
Association for the Deaf, God bless 
her!"
